The receipt of each such 
olaim was acknowledged by the State De- 
partment with tho assurance "that the case 
will receive duo attention." Tho govern- 
ment published a list of. the claims mado 
with the following: 


"NOTE.—In presenting the following list 


of claims interest haa not boon stated or 
calculated. Tho United States will ask tho 
tribunal to award them interest on all claims 
which may be allowed, io bo calculated 
from the date of damage dono to each claim- 
ant to tha date of final payment."

was known as "The Province of Rhode 
Island aud tho Providence Plantation," and 
oven now tho bookt! of Brown it Ivcs bear 
that legend. 
During all time the members 


of the firm havo borne themselves as strict, 
•reserved nnd 
cautious men, who were 


'sufficient unto themselves." Truly, theirs 
has been "a silent power." From the be- 
ginning tho Browns and tho Ivcs were 
marvels of silence or of gentcntiousncss'. 
Their business was thcira alone—not every- 
body could know it. Thus thcro was thrown 
about Brown & Ives a sort of mystery, at 
which thet confiding, the garrulous many, 
looked and gaped wondcringly. 


Forty years ago tho wonder was greater 


even than now. Then Nicholas Brown and 
Thomas Boynton Ivcs composed the firm. 


.Those gentlemen wcro superlatively silent 
men. 
"Fuss" was a fitrangor to them, and 


with ''feathers,1' now the usual accompani- 
ment of "fuss," they decked their wives.

BUST is WHEAT.—Au old and verj' intelli- 


gent farmer of llockingham County, V». 
who has paid n great (leal of attention *o 
everything reltttmg to his profession, has 
given the following information as to the 
origin of that dread of tho husbandman, 
rust in wheat. 
He says there are two kind: 


of rust, tho red rust and tho black rust. 
The red rust is not injurious to tho wheat, 
aud is always caused by showers of rain and 
Buusiiiiio. 
Tho black rust, however, is very 


injurious, nnd Ife caused by the full of the 
honey dew followed by subsequent rains*. 
But for the rain tho honey dew would not 
be so harmful; but the immediately succeeoj 
ing rains make tho blnck rust very hurtful. 
He says, in support of this part of his theo- 
ry, that last year there "was no honey dew, 
and tho wheat opas entirely frco from black 
rust. Tho honey bees, however, wore the 
sufferers, because of tho absence of tho 
honey dow, for ho lost four stands of bees 
iu consequence of tho absence of tho honey 
dew, and one of his neighbors also lost an 
equal number of stands Of bees. 


PLASTER ,OF PAKIS von GRAPES.—A con- 


tributor to tho Gnrden, in planting his 
grape vines, 1ms had excellent success with 
the use of planter of paris ns a mauuro. Ho 
says, "In planting thoso I had the holes dug 
about twenty five inches deep. I then 
threw into each hole five or six lumps of old 
plaster, about the frize of my list. I threw 
n little earth over thoso lumps, and then 
planted the vines iu the usual way. The re- 
sult has been wonderful. 
The vines, which 


were not hp.If nn inch thick when planted, 
three years ago, arc now two inches aud 
more iu diameter, nnd bear finely. The 
grapes arc also freer from disease. Other 
vines not so treated nre much smaller, aud 
produce less, the fruit being also more lia- 
ble to disease. 
To try ,the effect of this 


plaster, in planting two American black wal- 
nuts, we put the plaster to the one and not 
to tho other. 
Last yonr we dug about tho 


roots of the one to which no plaster was put 
and wo throw in soven or eight lumps of 
plaster among the roots; the trees aro now 
both of tho same si/.o, and, though 
only 


four years old, are sixteen or seventeen feet 
high, 


PEEISLESS POTATO.—This variety of potato 


seems to have lost favor among our farmers 
very soon after being introduced. Mr. P. 
T. Quinn spoaks of it in tho following dis- 
couraging mnuue:: "This year's record of 
the peerless will in no way avert tho falling 
fortunes of this ouco promising , candidate. 
Its good qualities ore dropping off ouo by 
one, and nt this time I know of none to ap- 
pend unless it is productiveness. Tho past 
season it 1ms rotted worse than any other of 
n dozen varieties that I grew. 
Out of ouo 


hundred bushels, more Hum half rotted bc- 
foro they \fere well in tho collar, and if I 
had kept them three weeks later, tbo whole 
would have gone the same way. While I 
was selling early rose for $1 n bushel, I sold 
the peerless at half price, in order to get 
clear of them before they r.H rottod. 
In 


quality the peerless nr« no better than tho 
rejected Harrison.'-, ut least when grown in 
u heavy clay soil iu Now Jordcy. It is now 
unpopular aiiiuug dealers us well as consu- 
mers iu tho New York markets, and thoso 
who grow it next year for this market will 
havo thoir prejudice lo contend against." 


THE IVES GHAPE.—It is well known that 


there is a great difference in varieties of 
grapes in regard to the effects of bearing 
heavy crops. 
In this, ns iu most other re- 


spects, the Concord is one of tho hardiest o] 
grapes, while tho Delaware and Isabella are 
easily over fruited. 
The strength of a vari- 


ety in this particular is owing to the perfec- 
tion of its leaf mainly. My experience with 
the Ives is, that it must bo fruited carefully, 
at least while young, else it will suffer. 
] 


had Ires vines Winter killed two years ago, 
when tho cold was not especially severe, 
owing, ns I supposed; to tho weak condition 
iu which they were left by maturing too 
much fruit the first two years they bore. 
They grow iu rich soil. In 
trimming Ives 


this Spring I find the wood soft and of iu- 
Buflicient growth on young vines which havo 
borne two successive crops. 
Vines which 


did not bear last year are in fine condition. 
I infer that care must be used in fruiting the 
Ives while young.—[J. S. P. 


Gi"E£B "WORMS.—Mr. Pratt, the superin^ 


tendent of the public grounds at Concord, 
Mass., has been trying, with varying success, 
several of the usually-recommended remedies 
for preventing the injury to trees from thi 
ravages of the canker worm, but has foum 
that printing ink is the cheapest remedy 
that is certain to prevent the ascent of these 
insects from the ground. His moue of ap- 
plication is to shave off smoothly the outer 
rough surface o£ the bark with an ordinary 
drawing knife, nnd then to apply the iuk 
with a brush directly to tho smoothed sur- 
face. 
He has varied this practice by fnsteii. 


ing wrapping paper around the smooted 
tree, putting the ink on the paper bill 
nothing is gamed, ns the iuk has uever in- 
jured either elm or apple trees when appliet 
directly to the bark. Three years' trial has 
convinced him that the slightest contact o; 
n canker worm with printer's iuk is instantly 
fatal, and the iuk will not Injure even the 
youngest or smallest tree of any kiud.
